Hastily setting fire to bis tepee and 
tents, the Indian leader with bis mixed 
company of redskins and negroes fled 
from the blazing camp as the troops 
advanced. 
They took up a strong po­ 
sition between the North Canadian! 
river and Deep Fork creek, about 
seven miles eafet of Henryetta. 
Colonel Hoffman, in command of 
the state troops, considered it unwise 
to push the pursuit and engage tile in­ 
dians in the darkness. 
Accordingly 
he bivouacked his troops for the night. 
Early in the morning, reinforced by a 
company of cowboys from nor Law­ 
ton, Okla., all crack shots, he will lead 
his forces against the Indians. 
Crazy Snake and his braves will be 
offered 
a chance to 
surrender. 
If 
they refuse, the battle will begin. 
Colonel Hoffman sent out num erous 
scouts to watch the movements of the 
enemy and to give the alarm if they 
attem pted to flee under cover of dark­ 
ness. 
The commander planned to al­ 
low his weary troops rest on the field 
during the night unless the Indians 
attem pted to escape to a stronger po­ 
sition. 


Wants to Reach the Mountains. 
The m ilitia officers believe Crazy 
Snake w ants to reach the T iger moun­ 
tains w ith his followers before engag­ 
ing in a general fight. 
T hat the old 
chief is striving to stir the Creeks to 
an uprising and strike for w hat he 
conceives to be liberty was evident 
from th e smoke of three signal fires 
on adjacent hills just before sundown. 
Old tim e frontiersm en, who insist 
they know w hat such things mean, 
declare this is a signal which always 
ushered in Indian trouble. 
Nobody is 
wild enough to say the old chief will 
get anyw here in his fanatical dream of 
overturning the government, but cer­ 
tain it is th at he is trying aud it is 
certain he will be ruthlessly crushed 
if he persists. 
M ajor Charles F. Barrow, in charge 
of com missary, received hurried or­ 
ders by courier to send supplies and 
additional ammunition to the soldiers 
a t the camp. 
From this it is Inferred 
th at the officers expect a long chase 
before a fight. 
Six men have been killed and a doz­ 
en wounded since the trouble began 
Thursday. 
This Is the official report 
and it is generally believed many 
more of the negroes and Indians were 
killed. 
Dr. I. M. W allace of Dustin, 
Okla., who went to the Hickory hills 
w ith the troops, declared m ore than 
iwenty negroes w’ere killed Thursday 
and Saturday and were given rude 
burial without coffins in the vicinity 
where the soldiers camped. 
Sunday was full of thrills.

As the reports 
of the slaying of M arshal Baum and 
Deputy Sheriff Odom were spread 
broadcast the people were inflamed 
with a determ ination to m ake an end 
of tile m urderous band. 
W hile all .this was going on the 
state officials were getting aroused. 
Governor Haskell ordered out troops 
by wholesale. 
Every company in Ok­ 
lahom a either was rushed to the front 
or ordered to prepare to go. 
W hen the special train s bearing the 
soldiers reached H enryetta there was 
great relief in th at district.

Mr. Vanderlip in a 
special train covered 
the distance

minutes. 
W hen he jumped from the 
train he was m et with the announce­ 
ment his m other, Mrs. C harlotte L. 
Vanderlip was dead. 
Mr. Vanderlip received word th at his 
m other was near death. 
He imme­ 
diately ordered the New York Central 
to make up the fastest special train 
at its command. 
The company had a 
train ready to leave New York at 
midnight. It consisted of four coaches 
and a powerful engine. 
Mr. V anderlip’s train was given the 
right of way over everything on the 
line. 
The road officials expected to 
cover the distance in eighteen hours 
but the performance was beyond their 
wildest dreams. 
The run from Buffalo to New York 
—440 miles, was covered in 399 min­ 
utes, which included a three-m inute 
stop for a change of engines. 
This 
was a wonderful performance, but Mr. 
Vanderlip was crying for more speed 
as he had received discouraging word 
from the bedside of his mother. 
The run from Buffalo to Cleveland, 
183 miles, wras covered in 168 minutes. 
The special arrived at Toledo at 11:23 
a. rn., covering 108 miles in 116 min 
utes. 
This was the slowest stage of 
the trip. 
Elkhart, Ind., was reached a t 1:23 
p. rn., m aking 133 miles in 120 m in­ 
utes. 
Englewood was reached a t 2:5S, 
the last 95 miles being run In 92 min 
utes. 
Mr. Vanderlip left the train at 
Englewood, which was the nearest 
station to his m other’s home. 


Admits That He Murdered a

“Dear Wife—Death is but eternal 
sleep; why should I stay and suffer. 
Forgive me?” 
His note to Detective Murphy was a 
practical admission of the crime of 
which he is charged. 
“Say, Jim ,” wrote, “you was on the 
Job all right, but I think I will take 
this way out for me. 
This is no cow­ 
ard’s act; I am only tired of life.”

Vango, 
who had been a porter in the hotel, 
disappeared. Detective Murphy traced 
him to Chicago. 
W hen brought to 
New York Vango confessed that he 
had planned the murder, but said that 
the actual killing was done by twc 
accomplices.

And, by 
the way, Weston says he will keep on 
till he r e a c h e s the century mark. 
Walks Into Health. 
The beauty of all this is that Mr. 
Weston does it not fo r money or glory, 
but for an idea. 
He believes that peo­ 
ple ought to walk more. 
If ids meth­ 
ods are a trifle spectacular it is only 
lhat he may thus tix the thought in 
the popular consciousness, 
lb* would

of seventy-one or any other age, the Ohio 
I city is to be entirely ignored and left 
off the map. 
It may be tlie home of 
Tom Johnson and Theodore E. Burton, 
it may have counted among its citizens 
¡Mark Hanna and John 1>. Rockefeller, 
i it may be the metropolis of a territory 
i furnishing divers presidents and states­ 
man galore, but it cannot have Weston. 
Let this be a warning. 
Henceforth 
aud forever let Cleveland keep its 
boys off pedestrians’ toes. 
Edward l ’ayson Weston was former­ 
ly a New' York newspaper reporter. 
That w a s In the days before the sub­ 
way and other rapid transit devices, 
when reporters had to walk to get the 
news, the b«*st man on his feet scoring 
a scoop. It was that w h i c h made Wos- 
ton a pedestrian. 
He was born in 
Portland In 1838. 
11 is father was an 
author of text books and himself a 
man of rugged physique. The boy got 
into th«* newspaper business early and 
had his first boost on the New York 
Herald w hen Mrs. Jam es Gordon Ben­ 
nett, the wife of the founder and own­ 
er of the paper, forgot something when 
about to board a steamer for Europe. 
Weston w’ent back for the missing a r­ 
ticle and made such good time that 


nearly a half century apart caught the , 
popular imagination, so lhat his prog­ 
ress was a continued ovation. 
Many 
who had run after him as boys during j 
his first trip were now «>1«! men. wli«> j 
Joined him and trudged by his side as j 
long as they could keep the pace. j 
When he reached Chicago the stjenes 
of his former triumph were r«1 enacted, 
although there was no young wife and 
no little girl to welcome him at tin* j 
end of bis long tramp. 
On tins trip, 
as already mentioned, Weston cut ids 
former record more than twenty-four 
hours. 
After tin* 1867 tram p Weston made 
several other records Ip America, one 
of which was 115 miles in twenty-four 
hours. This was on a regular track in 
New York city, a style of travel for 
which he never cared, preferring the 
uneven roads of the country and Ik«; j 
open air. His is an out of door gospel. 
Ho also walked all over the map on 
scheduled trips, delivering temperance 
lectures <>n route. It is still his custom 
to give temperance talks on Sunday. 
Largely through Weston’s example a 
walking mania sprang up in tlie coun- > 
try. 
He walked In s«*v«*ral matches, 
his 
most famous competitor 
being j 
Daniel O’Leary, who sometimes beat | 
him for short distances, but lacked 
the staying qualities of Weston. 
The 
bicycle had not then come into vogue, I 
while the automobile was far In the j 
future. 
It was the golden age of pe- 
destrianism, 
the 
most 
healthful 
of 
sports. 


Took the Astley Belt. 
From America Mr. Weston went to 
England, where he exceeded his tri­ 
umphs at home. 
Perhaps his greatest 
feat was in walking 5,000 miles In 100 
clays, an accomplishment that for ac­ 
tual distance covered exceeded the 
cross continent tram p on which he is 
now engaged. 
In 1879 lie won the fa­ 
mous Astley belt In London by walk­ 
ing 550 miles in 141 hours and 4i min­ 
utes. beating two Englishmen and one 
other competitor over 100 miles. 
When walking matches became com­ 
mercialized, and so discredited, Weston 
went Into business, and little more 
was heard of him as a pedestrian un­ 
til recent years. Through all this time, 
however, he continued walking a little 
every day for his health and pleasure. 
And with him “a little" would mean a 
killing tram p to other men. His casual 
stroll was a matter of twenty miles, 
it was his constant habit to walk from 
uptown New York to Wall street each 
morning, a distance of eight or ten 
miles. 
Thus he kept In training. 
Ills 
later public exhibits were taken up 
with the idea that in this age of au ­ 
tomobiles, railroads and trolley* the 
American people art* forgetting how to 
walk, and if the tendency is not check­ 
ed one of the most healthful and de­ 
lightful sports will be lost to them. 
He walks, therefore, for the good of 
mankind. 
In appearance Westou is a wiry lit­ 
tle man, five feet eight inches in height 
and weighing about 140 pounds. 
He 
eats tw'o meals a day, a light breakfast 
and hearty dinner. 
lie does not use 
tobacco or liquor in any form and is 
temperate in all things. 
He does not 
believe In special training, but keeps 
always In condition. 
His great secret 
Is the power of will, of mliul over 
body. 
He carries a light stick, walks 
with a measured, springy step, with 
shoulders well back and 
breathing 
deep. 
ITe maintains the same pace 
throughout, his legs working like pis­ 
tons. 
He sleeps little, whether on a 
tram p or at ordinary times, claiming 
that too long sleep makes him heavy 
nud lethargic. 
Edw ard l’ayson Weston is n living 
example of what open air. temper­ 
ance, exercise and healthy mindedness 
will do for the human race.

St. Petersburg, March 29.—The so­ 
lution of the Balkan crisis has been 
received here with rage and shame, 
rather than with a feeling of relief 
by tiie press and Chauvinistic public, 
which blame Foreign Minister Iswol­ 
sky for the surrender of Slav inter­ 
ests without considering the circum­ 
stances which have dictated the Rus­ 
sian policy. 
In 
government and 
higher army 
circles, however, no illusions are en­ 
tertained with regard to the hard 
necessity which has forced Russia to 
a humble role during the crisis. 
It 
is believed that M. Iswolsky was as 
successful as could be expected in 
view of the promises of his predeces­ 
sors, by which it is hands were bound, 
and the unpreparedness of Russia, 
both from a military and a financial 
viewpoint, for the struggle which a 
more positive policy would have en­ 
tailed. 
All factions of the government have 
agreed that it is necessary to make 
every sacrifice to put Russia on a foot 
ing to defend her interests, as it is 
realized that it is now in the power 
of Austria to precipitate a crisis ut 
any convenient time. 


But L o n d o n L a c k s Official C onfirm a j 
tion of Settlement. 
London, March 29.—London is the j 
only capital where official confirmation j 
of the settlem ent of the Balkan crisis 
is lacking. 
The British foreign office, 
according to reports, has not been in­ 
formed that Austria had accepted Sir 
Edward Grey’s formula for the decla­ 
ration which Servia is to make to 
the administration at Vienna, but it 
was fully expected that Austria would 
accept and no surprise was expressed 
at the result. 
While Foreign Secretary Grey has 
enhanced his reputation by his suc­ 
cessful efforts to maintain peace, it 
is realized that Austria and Germany 
have scored a great diplomatic vic­ 
tory over the members of the triple 
entente. 
Another cause for satisfac­ 
tion, however, is that Great Britain 
and France have maintained their po­ 
sition not to recognize the annexation 
of Bosnia and Herzegoxina until the 
Austro-Servian negotiations were con 
eluded. 
It is understood that in the declara­ 
tion agreed upon Servia will announce 
that she has no right« with n*gard to 
Bosnia and Herzegovina, that she is 
ready to live on friendly terms with 
Austria and will demobilize at once.

MUCH BITTERNESS IN PARIS 


C reated by Reverse Inflicted on Anglo- 
F ra n c o -R u ssia n Alliance, 
Paris, March 29.—The reverse in­ 
flicted on the Anglo-Franeo-Russian al­ 
liance by the Austro-German combina­ 
tion in the Balkans negotiations has 
created much bitterness here. 
French 
diplomats hold that M. Iswolsky, the 
Russian foreign minister, is largely re­ 
sponsible, charging that to vindicate 
himself he made a deal with Baron 
von Aehrenthal at Buchlau and se­ 
cured the privilege ot directing the 
negotiations on the ground that Rus­ 
sia was predominantly interested in 
the Balkans. 
France and Great Bri­ 
tain, whose purpose was to safeguard 
the principle that the treaty of Berlin 
could not be modified without the con­ 
sent of the signatories, loyally ranged 
themselves behind Russia. 
According to the French view, the 
negotiations soon degenerated into a 
personal duel between M. Iswolsky 
and Baron von Aehrenthal.

HAT do you think of a man 
seventy-one years old walking; 
from New York to San Fran­ 
cisco? 
To make Bilch a trip 
by train would la* considered a task 
by most men of that age. 
Yet on Ins 
seventy-first birthday, which occurred 
March 15, 
Edward 
Payson 
Weston 
started from the New York city hall 
with the avowed intention of tramp­ 
ing it through to the golden west. 
Moreover, lie scheduled enough side 
trips to carry the total distance up to 
4,f>00 miles. 
More wonderful still, lie 
promised to do the whole thing in Psi 
days and rest Sundays. 
Does it sound 
like one of the ancient and honorable 
order of fairy tales? 
Well, ll would 
sound like that if it were pushed 
through the headgear of anybody but 
Weston, 
lf any other walkologist or 
tautologist should present a proposi­ 
tion like that we would even call it 
by a shorter aud uglier name. 
But 
Weston has a habit of making £ood. 
Ile is the man that at the age of sixty- 
nine walked from Portland, Me., t<> 
Chicago in less than twenty-four days. 
He also tramped from Philadelphia to 
New York. approximately 
Phi miles, 
in less than twenty-four hours. 
On 
both journeys he beat ills own record 
of forty years before. 
When our be­ 
loved grandfathers were on earth he 
was doing tin* heel and toe not and 
was known as “ Weston the Walkist.” 


All told, he has trudged about 05,000 
railes, or nearly three times around the 
earth—more than three times, in fact, 
In the temperate zone. When that sort 
of chap says he Is going from New 
York to San Francisco we simply have 
to take him at his word and would do 
so even if he were a hundred. And, by 
the way, Weston says In* will keep on 
till lie readies the century mark. 
Walks Into Health. 
The beauty of all this is that Mr. 
Weston does it not for money or glory, 
but for an idea, 
lie believes that peo­ 
ple ought to walk more, 
lf his meth­ 
ods ane a trifle spectacular it is only 
th at he may thus fix the thought in 
the popular consciousness. 
Ile would 
have 
people 
walk 
themselves 
into 
health and happiness, (’an it be done? 
Well, there is Weston. 
He did it. 
He 
Is healthy and happy at an age when 
most men are “all in” or next thing 
to it; he has the rosy cheeks and the 
fire of youth. 
Walking did it. 
No 
theory about that. 
He has the goods. 
H e is perhaps the first man in the 
world’s history t Hat ever preached a 
gospel with his feet. 
But it is a per­ 
fectly good gospel—better, in fact, than 
many men preach with their mouths. 
And Weston does not preach alone 
w ith his feet. 
He talks for his idea. 
H e also talks temperance—and lives It. 
On the same day that Weston start­ 
ed his stroll across the continent the 
extra session of congress met to wres­ 
tle with the tariff. 
Here is betting 
th a t he trudges into San Francisco be­ 
fore the two houses get their new law 
into the hands of the president. 
This 
is a race worth watching—on the one 
hand a seventy-one year old pedes­ 
trian tramping through sun and rain, 
through wind and dust, over hill and 
down valley, and on the other a more 
than seventy-one year old tariff pursu­ 
ing an even rockier road. 
Weston’s tramp across the continent 


will be the first authenticated, mens 
urn! and verified one on record. Some 
people claim to have walked from 
ocean to ocean, but there has been no 
way to prove their assertion, nor have 
they pretended to make time records. 
Weston will be accompanied by physi­ 
cians, reporters and others, who will 
keep a scientific tall on Ids time and 
condition. 
An automobile will carry 
food supplies for the pedestrian, also 
change of clothing, but no camping 
outfit, as lie will depend on finding 


I houses at which he may stop, even in 
I crossing the Nevada desert. 
Tho aged 
: walker lins been known to wear out 
successive relays of horses in ids rapid 
cross country hikes, and if lie does not 
put an automobile out of commission 
tile fame of that particular machine 
will be established. 
A Zigzag Route. 
Weston’s route as tentatively map­ 
ped out will be roughly as follows: 
From New York to Albany; thence to 
Buffalo; southward to Pittsburg; t lion 
northward through Ohio and west­ 
ward to Chicago; again southward to 
St. Louis; from tile Missouri metropo­ 
lis to Kansas City; next to Denver; 
northward 
to 
Cheyenne; 
over 
the 
mountains to Ogden and Sail Lake; 
then a straight drive through tile des­ 
ert and over the western range to Los 
Angeles, and tile final leg of tin* jour­ 
ney will be along the coast road to San 


Francisco. 
These detours will take 
him over a thousand miles out of his 
way, but what are a paltry thousand 
miles more or less to a man who has 
walked his w ay into fame and long life? 
At least one of these detours, that 
to Pittsburg, has an amusing cause. 
When tramping from Portland to Chi­ 
cago two y e a r s ago Weston thought he 
was not properly protected by the po­ 
lice of Cleveland.

j trumped on his toes aud Hurt him so 
I much that he limped for miles. 
Now’, 


I toes are to Weston wdiat fingers are to 
! Paderewski or vocal cords to Caruso. 
I That foot tramping episode is to cost 
the city of Cleveland dear, for in the 
cross continent tour, the greatest pe­ 
destrian feat ever attempted by a man 
of seventy-one or any other age, the Ohio 
city is to be entirely ignored and left 
off the map. 
It may be the home of 
Tom Johnson and Theodore E. Burton, 
it may have counted among its citizens 
Mark Hanna and John D. Rockefeller, 
it may be the metropolis of a territory 
furnishing divers presidents and states­ 
man galore, but it cannot have Weston. 
Let this be a warning. 
Henceforth 
and forever let Cleveland keep its 
boys off pedestrians’ toes. 
Edward Payson Weston was former­ 
ly a New’ York newspaper reporter. 
That was In the days before the sub­ 
way and other rapid transit devices, 
when reporters had to walk to get the 
ne wa, the best man on his feet scoring 
a scoop. It was that which made Wes­ 
ton a pedestrian. 
He was born In 
Portland iu 1838. 
His father w’as an 
author of text books and himself a 
man of rugged physique. The boy,got 
into the new spaper business early and 
had Ills first boost on the New York 
Herald w hen Mrs. Jam es Gordon Ben­ 
nett, the wife of the founder and own­ 
er of the paper, forgot something when 
about to board a steamer for Europe. 
Weston went back for the missing ar­ 
ticle and made such good time that 


Bennett doubled his salary on the 
spot. 
The young man’s feet enabled 
bim to make several beats on the news 
while lie worked on the Herald and 
other New’ York papers. 
Walked to Lincoln’! Inauguration. 
Early in 1861 Weston was In Boston, 
and It was from there that he started 
on his first famous walk. 
This was a 
trip to Washington to witness the first 
Inauguration 
of 
Abraham 
Lincoln. 
Leaving Boston on Feb. 22. Weston 
reached the capital city on Mardi 3. 
having covered 453 miles in 208 hours. 
That Washington tram p was tile turn­ 
ing point in ids career and made him 
“Weston the Walkist.” 
In 1807 Wes­ 
ton’s legs brought him into national 
fame. 
They carried him from Port­ 
land, Me., his birthplace, to Chicago in 
less 
than thirty days, or less than 
twenty-six walking days. 
He was an 
object of curiosity and applause all 
along the way and when he reached 
Chicago was 
was probably never equaled by a pres­ 
ident of the Lulled States and was 
never surpassed unless it was by a 
prizefighter. 
IL* wwltcseorted into the 
city by the police, with bands playing 
and 
flags flying. 
The streets were 
thick with people, who were iii trees 
and on roofs in the good old American 
way. 
him at 
had 
cony 
tcndin 
speech. 
Weston was too overcome to 
talk and could only hold a lo ft the I it tiff 
girl and say in husky accents that now 
she could have a pony. 
He delivered 
several addresses in Chicago, telling 
o f his trip. 
In 10(17, forty years later, Mr. Wes­ 
ton again walked from 
Chicago, eoverin 
before. 
Tills journey was given even 
wider publicity than the first. Though 
walking is not now so much iii vogue 
as iii the good old days, the veteran 
pedestrian’s advanced age and the ro­ 
mantic parallel of the two journeys 
nearly a half century apart caught the 
popular imagination, so that ins prog­ 
ress 
who had run after him as boys during 
his first trip were now old men, who 
joined him and trudged by his side as 
long as they could keep the pace. 
When he reached Chicago tin* scenes 
of his former triumph were re-enacted, 
although there was no young wife and 
no little girl to welcome him at the 
end of his long tramp. 
On this trip. 
as already mentioned, Weston cut ids I 
former record more than twenty-four ! 
hours. 
After the 1867 tram p Weston made 
several other records iy America, one 
of which was 115 miles In twenty-four 
hours. This was on a regular track in 
New’ York city, a style of travel for 
which he never cared, preferring the 
uneven roads of the couutrj’ and the 
open air. His is an out of door gospel. 
Ile also walked nil over the map on 
scheduled trips, delivering temperance j 
lectures en route. It is still his custom ! 
to give temperance talks on Sunday, j 
Largely through W eston’s example a j 
walking mania sprang up In the coun- I 
try. 
He walked in several matches, ; 
his 
most famous competitor 
being j 
Daniel O’Leary, who sometimes beat j 
him for short distances, but lacked i 
the staying qualities of Weston. 
The 
bicycle had not then come into vogue, 
while the automobile w’as far in the 
future. 
It was the golden age of pe­ 
destrianism, the most healthful 
of 
sports. 
Took the Astley Belt. 
From America Mr. Weston went to 
England, where he exceeded his tri­ 
um phs at home. 
Perhaps his greatest 
feat was in walking 5,000 miles In IOO 
days, an accomplishment that for ac­ 
tual distance covered exceeded the 
cross continent tramp on which he Is 
now engaged. In 1870 he won the fa­ 
mous Astley belt in London by walk­ 
ing 550 miles in 141 hours and 44 min­ 
utes, beating two Englishmen and one 
other competitor over IOO miles. 
When walking matches became com­ 
mercialized, and so discredited, Weston 
w’ent into business, and little more 
was heard of him as a pedestrian un­ 
til recent years. Through all this time, 
however, he continued walking a little 
every day for ills health and pleasure. 
And with him “a little” would mean a 
killing tramp to other men. His casual 
stroll was a matter of twenty miles. 
It was his constant habit to walk from 
uptown New York to Wall street each 
morning, a distance of eight or ten 
miles. 
Thus he kept In training, nis 
later public exhibits w’ere taken up 
with the idea that in this age of au­ 
tomobiles. railroads and trolleys the 
American people are forgetting how to 
walk, and if the tendency is not check­ 
ed one of the most healthful and de­ 
lightful sports will be lost to them. 
He walks, therefore, for the good of 
mankind. 
In appearance Weston is a wiry lit­ 
tle man, five feet eight Inches In height 
and weighing about 140 pounds. 
He 
eats two meals a day, a light breakfast 
and hearty dinner. 
He does not use 
tobacco or liquor in any form and is 
temperate In all things. 
He does not 
believe In special training, but keeps 
always In condition. 
His great secret 
is the pow’er of will, of mind over 
body. 
He carries a light stick, wralks 
with a measured, springy step, with 
shoulders well back and breathing 
deep. 
He maintains the same pace 
throughout, his legs working like pis­ 
tons. 
He sleeps little, whether on a 
tramp or at ordinary times, claiming 
that too long sleep makes him heavy 
and lethargic. 
Edward Payson Weston is a living 
example of what open air, temper­ 
ance, exercise and healthy mindedness 
wUl do for the human race. 
His ex­ 
ample Is worth a hundred sermons. 
H e is an embodied disproof of the Os­ 
ier theory. 
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I FORGED TO PLAY HUMBLE PART1 


Russian Government Feels Humiliated 


•at the Role It Played in the Balkan 


Affair— Foreign 
Minister 
Iswolsky 


Blamed for the Surrender of Slav 


Interests— London Lacks Confirma­ 


tion of Settlement. 


St. Petersburg, March 29.—The so­ 
lution of the Balkan crisis has been 
received here with rage and shame, 
rather than with a feeling of relief 
by the press and Chauvinistic public, 
which blame Foreign Minister Iswol­ 
sky for the surrender of Slav inter­ 
ests without considering the circum- 
, stances which have dictated the Rus- 


i sian policy. 
In government and higher army 
circles, however, no illusions are en­ 
tertained with regard to the hard 
necessity which has forced Russia to 
a humble role during the crisis. 
It 
is believed that M. Iswolsky was as 
successful as could be expected in 
view of the promises of his predeces- 
! sors, by which his hands were bound, 
! and the unpreparedness of Russia, 
both from a military and a financial 
viewpoint, for the struggle which a 
more positive policy would have en­ 
tailed. 
All factions of the government have 
agreed that it is necessary to make 
every sacrifice to put Russia on a foot­ 
ing to defend her interests, as it is 
realized that it is now in the power 
of Austria to precipitate a crisis at 
any convenient time. 
The military will be put on an in­ 
creased footing to the very limit. 
Another big loan is mentioned as a 
possibility as soon as it can be made 
opportunely. 
Large sums are needed 
for the rearming of the infantry, the 
rifles now in use being antiquated. 


MUCH BITTERNESS IN PARIS 


Created by Reverse Inflicted on Anglo- 
Franco-Russian Alliance. 
Paris, March 29.—The reverse in­ 
flicted on the Anglo-Franco-Russian al­ 
liance by the Austro-German combina­ 
tion in the Balkans negotiations has 
created much bitterness here. 
French 
diplomats hold that M. Iswolsky, the 
Russian foreign minister, is largely re­ 
sponsible, charging that to vindicate 
him self he made a deal with Baron 
von Aehrenthal at Buchlau and se­ 
cured the privilege of directing the 
negotiations on the ground that Rus­ 
sia was predominantly interested in 
the Balkans. 
France and Great Bri­ 
tain, whose purpose was to safeguard 
the principle that the treaty of Berlin 
could not be modified without the con­ 
sent of tho signatories, loyally ranged 
them selves behind Russia. 
According to the French view, the 
negotiations soon degenerated into a 
personal duel between M. Iswolsky 
and Baron von Aehrenthal. 
At criti­ 
cal moments neither France nor Great 
Britain 
was 
consulted. 
Russia 
an­ 
nounced that she would not make the 
Balkans a casus belli and constrained 
France and Great Britain to peaceful 
diplomacy, whish wa3 condemned to 


failure in advance, as it seemed cor 
tain that Austria and Germany were 
prepared to throw their swords in the 
scale. 
When 
finally 
Russia 
surrendered 
neither Great Britain nor France was 
notified 
The Temps says that when 
the correspondence is published the 
attitude of France and England will 
be found to be beyond reproach. 


SURPRISE 
EXPRESSED 


But London Lacks Official Confirma­ 
tion of Settlement. 
London, March 29.—London is the 


I only capital w here official confirmation 
j of the settlem ent of the B alian crisis 
Is lacking. 
The British foreign office, 
according to reports, has not been in­ 
formed that Austria had accepted Sir 
Edward Grey’s formula for the decla­ 
ration which Servia is to make to 
the administration at Vienna, but it 
was fully expected that Austria would 
accept and no surprise was expressed 
at the result. 
While Foreign Secretary Grey has 
enhanced his reputation by his suc­ 
cessful efforts to maintain peace, It 
is realized that Austria and Germany 
have scored a great diplomatic vic­ 
tory over the members of the triple 
entente. 
Another cause for satisfac­ 
tion, however, is that Great Britain 
and France have maintained their po­ 
sition not to recognize the annexation 
of Bosnia and Herzegoxina until the 
Austro-Servian negotiations were con­ 
cluded. 
It is understood that in the declara­ 
tion agreed upon Servia will announce 
that she has no rights with regard to 
Bo snia and Herzegovina, that she is 
ready to live on friendly terms with 
Austria and will demobilize at once.
